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Cat injured 
in coyote trap

An Edmonton animal rescue 
group said it was shaken to 
discover what appeared to 
be a coyote trap set in a 
south side neighbourhood 
had caught and injured a cat, 
clipping off half of the ani¬ 
mal’s paw. 

Kirby Seidler of SAFE Team 
Rescue first learned about the 
trap after being called by a 
resident from the MacEwan 
community after a cat won¬ 


dered through her yard, drag¬ 
ging the trap and long chain. 

“Obviously, I was shocked 
that someone would be using 
that within city limits, per¬ 
iod,” said Seidler about de¬ 
ceive. 

Visibly rusted, the metal 
trap appears to be a leg-hold 
trap and two spring-loaded 
jaws designed to close around 
an animal’s leg once it steps 
onto a flat trigger in the cen¬ 
tre of the trap. 

“It’s inhumane and I don’t 
understand why people use it 
in the first place, but to have 
it in a residential area is so 
dangerous,” Seidler said. 

Seidler worried that not 
only could pets be victims 
to these types of traps, but 
young children as well. 

“Anybody who owns that 
should know that’s not a safe 
thing to use in a residential 


area,” she added. 

Andrea Kooy, who has lived 
in the area for the last 11 
years and called Seidler after 
discovering the cat, said she 
was in disbelief when she saw 
the animal. 

“I can’t believe someone 
would actually do this,” she 
said. “And to such an inno¬ 
cent animal.” 

Despite multiple efforts by 
SAFE to capture the cat and 
treat its injuries, the animal 
was too skittish and ran away. 
Seidler now believes the dark 
tabby cat is still somewhere 
in the area. 

“When I saw that the cats 
toes had been ripped off ... 
I knew that his time is lim¬ 
ited,” she said. 

The group is now asking for 
community support to locate 
the animal, which has white 
legs and paws.

Ukrainian bilingual 
tradition going strong

Family ushers 
next generation 
into Catholic 
school program 

For 25 years, three Edmonton 
schools offering the Ukrainian 
bilingual program were more 
than places of learning for the 
Sendzialc family — they were a 
second home. 

With five children span¬ 
ning 12 years, parents Don and 
Krystyna Sendzialc watched 
as their children started at St.

According to Don, the link 
with the schools started when 
he and his wife were deciding 
between a life in the city or on a 
farm. It was important, Don ex¬ 
plained, that the children could 
understand and participate when 
the family attended church, and 
so the family opted to enrol their 
twin daughters in an Edmonton 
Ukrainian preschool program.

“We wanted that to be instilled 
in our children,” said Don. “We 
wanted our children to be in¬ 
volved in the Ukrainian masses 
and that’s how it all started.” 

Now a teacher at St. Martin, 
Sendzialc’s eldest daughter, Tanya 
Hyshlca, said having her own 
three children enrol in St. Martin 
was an easy decision based on the 
values and faith instilled in her 
when she was in the program. 

“I think knowing that having 
such a great experience in the 
Ukrainian bilingual (program) 
ourselves and our family founda¬ 
tion having all of those things in 
one place made us realize that 
was going to be something we 
wanted for our children,” Hyshka 
said, choking back tears. 

Sendzialc’s middle son Steve, 
now a father, said he was lucky 
enough meet best friends at the 
start of Kindergarten, all the way 
up through Grade 12.

Police 
response 
times off 
the mark 

Edmonton police response times 
grew to an all-time high in the 
first part of the year, with police 
hitting their target just 71.3 per 
cent of the time. 

Longer response times, es¬ 
pecially on lower-priority files, 
comes as the force deals with 
a surge in the number of calls 
they are receiving. Deputy Chief 
Tony Harder said they are simply 
struggling to keep up. 

“The calls for service are not 
dropping. They are going up sig¬ 
nificantly —10 per cent year to 
date, actually,” he said 

The force divides calls into five 
priority levels and sets targeted 
response times based on the ser¬ 
iousness of the call. Priority 1: A 
call indicating someone’s life is 
in immediate danger. This call 
demands a response of five to 
seven minutes. Priority 5: An 
example would be a call from a 
homeowner back from vacation 
who has discovered a break-in; 
police aim to address such calls 
within three hours. 

High-priority response times 
have actually declined this year, 
but the overall call volume, espe¬ 
cially for the lower-priority calls 
is up substantially. 

Harder said the new officers 
that joined the force last week 
and the LRT system will help ease 
some of these pressures, but the 
effect will be limited. 

“It’s going to help us for sure 
downtown, because primarily 
those members are placed down¬ 
town,” he said, ryantumilty/metro

Between April 2011 and Novem¬ 
ber 2014, Alberta’s health body 
spent $3.1 million to relocate 
employees both into and around 
the province, in one case paying 
more than $100,000 to bring a 
single senior vice-president in 
from Ontario. 

The number is being described 
as “ridiculous” by the leader of 
the Wildrose, whose party ob¬ 
tained the relocation expense 
records through a freedom-of- 
information request and supplied 
them to Metro. 

“It’s unbelievable, unethical 
and it shows the gross negligence 
on the part of this government,” 
Brian Jean said. 

According to an online profile, 
Stephen Gould moved from Mis¬ 
sissauga, Ont., to Edmonton in 
September 2011 to become the 
AHS executive vice-president of 
people and partners. 

While other incoming employ¬ 
ees broke down moving costs by 
item — food, van rentals and so 
on — Gould provided just one 
line: “miscellaneous.” 

Its total is $116,390. 

According to the same pro¬ 
file, Gould remained in the vice- 
president role for 25 months be¬ 
fore leaving AHS entirely. 

In another instance, a promo¬ 
tion for AHS employee Char- 
maine Penner in late 2012 led 
her to move from Lethbridge to 
Calgaiy. “Relocation expenses” 
for the 213-km trek were $24,906. 

AHS says that it has taken 
steps to crack down on costs by 
introducing guidelines in April 


2013 that “cap” overall reloca¬ 
tion expenses at 10 per cent of 
an employee’s base salary. There 
are other rules too, such as limit¬ 
ing the total that can be charged 
for real-estate fees to $34,000. 

“The new directive was de¬ 
veloped following an external 
review of public-sector organiza¬ 
tions in other jurisdictions, as 
well as with the Alberta govern¬ 
ment, and is in line with reloca¬ 
tion-expense practices across the 
public sector,” the health body 
said in an email. 


To get a sense of the costs as¬ 
sociated with moving, Metro 
contacted Calgaiy companies to 
inquire about a standard reloca¬ 
tion to the city from Lethbridge. 

Patrick Flanagan, part owner 
and supervisor of Aarrand Mov¬ 
ing and Delivery Ltd., said he 
would pack a five to six bedroom 
house in Lethbridge from top-to- 
bottom and transport the con¬ 
tents to Calgaiy for somewhere 
between $7,000-$10,000. 

Informed of the $25,906 spent 
by AHS for the move of Penner, 


Flanagan said, “That does seem 
ridiculous.” 

The cap introduced by AHS in 
2013 that limits moving expenses 
to 10 per cent of an employee’s 
base salaiy isn’t enough, said 
Jean. He said the 67 pages of 
AHS relocation-expense docu¬ 
ments obtained by his party give 
clear indication that there’s no 
consideration for the taxpayer. 

“Does that mean you get a 
job with Alberta Health Servi¬ 
ces and you’re immediately re¬ 
located at the cost to taxpayers?” 


Jean said. “What about people 
making their own investment to 
come here? I know a lot of people 
that come to Alberta, and those 
people have to move themselves 
here, pay for their own moving 
expenses, and they work for the 
private sector.” 

AHS, however, maintained 
that relocation assistance for 
employees moving more than 
100 kilometres is an “important 
recruitment tool” but said strict 
guidelines are in place to keep 
costs in check.

AHS has had other steep 
relocation charges. The 
timelines for employees 
were based on a combina¬ 
tion of the moving expens¬ 
es disclosure, online pro¬ 
files and media stories.

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'Tough’ campaign: From 
coronation to horse race

PC party 
pressured by 
NDP, Wildrose 
at midpoint

The Alberta election was sup¬ 
posed to be a coronation for 
Premier Jim Prentice — and it 
still might be. 

But at the campaign’s mid¬ 
point, the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive leader finds himself rewrit¬ 
ing the script as he gets squeezed 
by the left-leaning NDP and by 
a Wildrose party — dispatched 
into that good night—returning 
to rage, rage against the dying 
of the right. 

“I don’t think (Prentice’s Tor¬ 
ies) expected that the Wildrose 
would still exist,” said Bob Mur¬ 
ray, vice president of research 
with the Frontier Centre for 
Public Policy. 

“The fact that the Wildrose 
is polling as well as it is in rural 
areas and its message is resonat¬ 
ing, (the Tories) feel that they’re 
going to have to up their game 
and go more on the offensive 
and move the party to the right.” 

Things looked a lot simpler 
for Prentice in December when 
he effectively crushed the Wil¬ 
drose, a party of fellow conserva¬ 
tives with a strong rural base. 
Many of them had left the Toiy 
tent to protest record spending 
under former premiers Ed Stel- 
mach and Alison Redford. 

But with Prentice preaching 
fiscal rectitude once again, Wil¬ 
drose Leader Danielle Smith led 
eight caucus members across the 
floor, leaving a rump of five on 
the other side of the aisle. With 
the right more or less secured, it 
was believed Prentice was flee to 
clean up on the NDP and secure 
a 13th consecutive PC major¬ 
ity in an election called a year 
before required. But it hasn’t 


worked out that way. 

The Wildrose has rallied 
under a new leader named just 
days before the campaign, for¬ 
mer Conservative MP Brian Jean. 
Opinion polls have the NDP, the 
Wildrose and the Tories meet¬ 
ing in the middle with the op¬ 
position parties trending up and 
the Tories trending down. Jean 
is proposing a plan to avoid tax 
hikes and balance the budget by, 
among other things, jettisoning 
thousands of civil service man¬ 
agement jobs and reprioritizing 
infrastructure plans. 

He has accused Prentice of 
losing his fiscally conservative 
nerve by running on a centrist 


budget of tax hikes, deficits and 
debt. Political scientist Duane 
Bratt said the Tories misjudged 
the anger Albertans felt over the 
floor cross and Prentice’s tough- 
love budget, but noted it’s hard 
to make broad assumptions on 
rural ridings. 

“Rural campaigns are about 
family and friends and about 
being at the local coffee shop,” 
said Bratt with Mount Royal 
University in Calgary. “Those 
are tough campaigns to measure 
because you have to go beyond 
the leader’s tour and you have 
to look at almost eveiy riding 
individually.” 

Prentice tacked his party right 


this week to attack the Wildrose 
head on, announcing that he 
will chop a quarter of Alberta’s 
320 agencies boards and com¬ 
missions this year. He also an¬ 
nounced he would offer no wage 
hikes to unionized staff until 
the budget is balanced and he 
dispatched six cabinet ministers 
to attack gaps in the Wildrose 
budget plan. 

But Prentice must also con¬ 
tend with a surging NDP, which 
Murray said has become the pro¬ 
gressive alternative. The NDP, 
with new leader Rachel Notley, 
is fighting to expand beyond its 
Edmonton base.

Leaders to duke it out in televised debate 


With two weeks left to go in 
the election campaign, the 
leaders of the parties will look 
to re-enforce their messages 
and score points in Thursday 
night’s televised debate. 

Last week, all mainstream 
parties released their complete 
election platforms. The NDP 
is proposing higher taxes on 
corporations and the wealthy, 
while restoring cuts in this 
year’s budget. The Wildrose 
plan proposes to cut spending 
and eliminate tax increases, 


but the Tories charged Friday 
that it leaves financial gaps. 

The Liberals and the Alberta 
Party have also released com¬ 
plete platforms. The Liber¬ 
als focus on an urban agen¬ 
da and a promise to reduce 
taxes for people making less 
than $50,000. 

The Alberta Party, on the 
other hand, said it would also 
raise corporate taxes and would 
restore the service cuts in the 
recent PC budget, while also 
pushing front line workers to 


come up with ways to make the 
system more efficient. 

Thursday’s debate will like¬ 
ly be a key moment for the 
campaign. NDP leader Rachel 
Notley, Wildrose leader Brian 
Jean and Liberal leader David 
Swann will all likely focus most 
of their ire on Progressive Con¬ 
servative leader Jim Prentice. 

Both Swann and Alberta 
Party leader Greg Clark will 
also come to Metro for our 
editorial board this week.

Ever make that left turn a little 
earlier than you should? Merge 
into traffic without as much 
space as you thought? 

These small mistakes, which 
can become major accidents, 
are the next target for the Of¬ 
fice of Traffic Safety, as it con¬ 
tinues to work toward reducing 
collisions on city roads. 

Gerry Shimlco, director of 
the office, updated the city’s 
police commission last week 
and said their goal is to make 
the city’s roads a little more 
forgiving. 

“We’re tiying to build infra¬ 
structure now that will reduce 
the risk to drivers when they 
do make a mistake,” he said. 
“They’re not going to run off 
the road and kill themselves; 
there will be a guardrail there.” 

Part of that plan will involve 
slowing drivers down, espe¬ 
cially in higher-traffic areas, 
Shimlco said. 

He said that in the case of 
99th Street, which sees high 
interaction between pedes¬ 
trians, cyclists and drivers, they 
have put up digital speed signs 
that indicate how fast drivers 
are actually travelling. 

“There is a high volume of 
pedestrians and cyclists and 
drivers in that area, so our 
studies said this is an opportun¬ 
ity to advise drivers,” he said. 

Shimlco added that their 
studies show a small remind¬ 


er can go a long way in get¬ 
ting people to stay within the 
speed limit. 

“They get to see immedi¬ 
ately that they are speeding 
and adjust,” he said. 

Issues like distracted driving 


will continue to be a major 
part of the problem, Shimlco 
said, but slowing people down 
will help. 

“At least if they are doing 
things at a lower speed, the 
risks are reduced.”

Blue Dot movement looking 
for support in Edmonton 


A new group of environmental 
activists is hoping to rally Ed¬ 
montonians around the rights 
to clean air, water and safe 
food. 

The Blue Dot Edmonton 
movement, which is associ¬ 
ated with the David Suzuki 
Foundation, was out gather¬ 
ing support for that idea at an 
event Sunday. 

Organizer Tonia LaRiviere 
said they want government to 
recognize that right and bring 
it into their decision-making. 


“The idea behind it is to 
get all three levels of govern¬ 
ment recognizing our right to a 
healthy environment,” she said. 

The group was outside 
Earth’s General Store on Why¬ 
te Avenue on Sunday asking 
people to sign a petition. If 
members get enough signa¬ 
tures, they hope to ask city 
council to join their movement. 

“We would like to take this 
to council and ask them to 
pass a municipal declaration,” 
said LaRiviere, who added that 


if they’re successful with the 
city, they hope to build on that 
and seek similar declarations 
from the province before ask¬ 
ing for a new charter right to 
clean air and water. 

LaRiviere said recent news 
about the city’s use of restrict¬ 
ed insecticides and the high 
levels of particulate matter 
in the air around Edmonton 
show that governments need 
to face more pressure on the 
environment.

Queen salutes three Canadian regiments 


Queen Elizabeth honoured 
the First World War contri¬ 
butions of three Canadian 
regiments on Sunday. 

The Queen and Prince Phil¬ 
ip attended an event at the 
Canadian embassy in London 
to pay tribute to the Calgary 
Highlanders, Royal Hamil¬ 
ton Light Infantry and the 
Canadian Scottish Regiment. 

The Queen is the Colonel- 
in-Chief of the Calgary High¬ 
landers and she posed for pic¬ 


tures with current members 
of the Highlanders, which is 
a reserve unit. 

The Royal couple were 
greeted by Canadian High 
Commissioner Gordon Camp¬ 
bell, former premier of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, as a crowd of 
onlookers looked on behind 
barricades — some waved 
British flags. 

Britain’s Daily Telegraph 
reported that the Queen 
wore a white gold and dia¬ 


mond brooch, fashioned in 
the shape of the cap badge 
of the Highlanders. 

The newspaper reported 
that the brooch was a token 
that the regiment created es¬ 
pecially for her. 

The three units are mark¬ 
ing the 100th anniversary 
of the 2nd Battle of Ypres, 
the first time Germany used 
chemical weapons in the First 
World War.

U.S. taking 
over council’s 
leadership at 
Iqaluit meeting 

Canada will voice its concerns 
over what it calls Russia’s mil¬ 
itary aggression in Ukraine 
during a meeting of the eight 
nations that make up the Arc¬ 
tic Council this week. 

“Canada will use the Arctic 
Council ministerial meeting 
as an opportunity once again 
to deliver our tough message 
to Russia for their aggression 
against Ukraine,” said federal 
Environment Minister Leona 
Agluklcaq, Canada’s repre¬ 
sentative to the group and 
its chairwoman for the last 
two years. 

But while the U.S. is send¬ 
ing its top foreign affairs of- 


ficial, Secretary of State John 
Kerry, the Russians won’t be. 
Agluklcaq said she’ll be making 
Canada’s concerns known to 
Russia’s environment minis¬ 
ter, not Foreign Minister Der- 
gei Lavrov. 

In an interview before hand¬ 
ing over leadership of the 
council to Kerry, Agluklcaq 
defended Canada’s accom¬ 
plishments during its two- 
year term. 

Using that term to create 
a new forum for businesses 
operating in the North to get 
together should help create 
more opportunity in the re¬ 
gion, Agluklcaq said. 

“I am most proud of the 
signature initiative around 
the Arctic Economic Coun¬ 
cil,” she said. 

“The Arctic is going to de¬ 
velop and it’s the private sec¬ 
tor that’s going to develop 
the Arctic.”

It seems everyone wanted a piece 
of Sen. Mike Duffy. 

At least 74 former and cur¬ 
rent Conservative members of 
Parliament leaned on Duffy at 
one point or another to appear 
at their events, record messages 
for supporters or stump for them 
on the campaign trail, documents 
released at the suspended sen¬ 
ator’s trial indicate. 

Duffy also did work for On¬ 
tario, Nova Scotia and Prince 
Edward Island Tories and several 
unsuccessful federal Conservative 
candidates. The former broad¬ 
caster’s daily diaries for 2009- 
2012, now a courtroom exhibit, 
illustrate the full extent of Duffy’s 
celebrity status when he was still 
in the party’s good graces. 

Duffy is facing 31 charges of 
fraud, breach-of-trust and bribeiy. 
Eighteen of those charges deal 
with travel expenses claimed by 
Duffy, some of which involved 
travel to partisan events. 

His defence has made the case 
that such partisan activities are 
an integral part of a senator’s par- 
liamentaiy functions, as stated 
in the Senate’s administrative 
rules. Lawyer Donald Bayne has 
also emphasized how much the 
party leadership bought in to 
what he was doing.

“To Duff, a great journalist and 
a great senator,” reads one photo 
entered into evidence, inscribed 
by none other than Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper, that shows 
the two of them together at an 
event.

Deal would 
give immunity 
to Canadian 
prosecution 

Armed U.S. border guards could 
soon be posted to Toronto’s 
Union Station and elsewhere 
— and if they ever use their 
guns, they may not be held ac¬ 
countable in a Canadian court. 

A border preclearance agree¬ 
ment signed last month by 
Public Safety Minister Steven 
Blaney and U.S. Secretary of 
Homeland Security Jeh Johnson 
allows armed American border 
guards to be posted to any port, 
feriy terminal, land crossing or 
rail station to clear goods and 
passengers through customs 


and immigration before they 
cross the border. 

While U.S. Customs and Bor¬ 
der Protection (CBP) officers 
now preclear passengers at 
eight Canadian airports, only 
police may carry firearms in 
airports, so border agents sta¬ 
tioned there aren’t armed. 

The deal is promoted as a 
measure to facilitate trade and 
benefit the economy on both 
sides of the border, but critics 
are concerned about a clause 
granting U.S. agents immunity 
from Canadian prosecution. 

“If U.S. government agents 
who are on duty on Canadian 
soil are only going to be liable 
to be prosecuted in the United 
States for potential criminal 
acts in Canada, what does that 
mean for access to justice for 
people affected by those ac¬ 
tions?” asked Josh Paterson, 


executive director of the B.C. 
Civil Liberties Association. 

“Is a Canadian really going 
to be able to access whatever 
system of redress that might 
exist in the United States for 
actions that take place here 
in Canada?” 

Details of the agreement, 
not yet public, are limited. The 
number of U.S. guards coming 
to Canada and where they will 
be posted will be determined 
by “the market” and subject 
to approval by both countries, 
said Public Safety Canada’s 
spokesperson Josee Sirois. 

“U.S. CBP preclearance of¬ 
ficers would be authorized to 
carry the same weapons and re¬ 
straint devices that (Canadian) 
border officers are permitted 
to carry in the same operating 
environment,” Sirois wrote in 
an email. “That means that

they would be able to cariy a 
sidearm in land, rail and mar¬ 
ine preclearance operations, 
but not when pre-clearing air 
travel passengers.” 

U.S. guards would not be 
permitted to make arrests, she 
said, but could detain suspects 
and call local police. 

Legal scholars worry about 
the ramifications of the agree¬ 
ment, though none of those 
contacted by Torstar News Ser¬ 
vice would offer an opinion 
without seeing more details

Elia Herrera says she has seen 
people live on much, much 
less than $1.75 a day, the 
amount that conventionally 
defines the poverty line. 

“I come from Mexico and I 
have known people who live 
on almost nothing because 
they have no choice,” said 
Herrera, executive chef at Los 
Colibris restaurant in down¬ 
town Toronto. 

She is one of dozens of 
chefs around the country who 
are partnering with Live Below 
the Line, an initiative that is 
challenging Canadians to ex¬ 
perience life on $1.75 a day 
for a week. It’s a campaign to 
raise awareness of global pov¬ 
erty and raise funds for char¬ 
ities that work to alleviate it. 

As willing Canadians take 
on the challenge — which of¬ 
ficially kicks off April 27, al¬ 
though many have started ear¬ 
lier — Herrera and other chefs 
have come up with menus 


that can accommodate that 
tiny budget. 

“It’s amazing how much 
you can actually save when 
you live on cheap ingredi¬ 
ents,” said Herrera, who 
moved to Canada 11 years ago. 

The menu she developed 
includes breakfast, lunch and 
dinner. For just 52 cents, you 
can get a “Quesadilla De Hon- 
gos” or mushroom quesadilla. 
Ingredients include tortillas, 
half a cup of shredded mozza¬ 
rella, half a cup of sliced but¬ 
ton mushrooms, four cloves 
of garlic and pico de gallo. 
Or pay 59 cents and get an 
“Enfrijoladas,” a black-bean 
puree with some scrambled 
eggs, tortillas and half a cup of 
Cotija cheese. Her menu also 
includes instructions on how 
to make the food on your own. 

“The important thing here 
is to be able to help people 
who are less fortunate,” said 
Herrera. “We are very lucky 
that we can always eat. The 
minimum we can do is to al¬ 
ways give back to the world.”

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Video shows ISIL killing 
Ethiopian Christians

Victims likely 
migrants 
hoping to 
reach Europe 

ISIL militants in Libya shot 
and beheaded groups of cap¬ 
tive Ethiopian Christians, a 
video purportedly from the 
extremists showed Sunday. 
The attack widens the circle of 
nations affected by the group’s 
atrocities while showing its 
growth beyond a self-declared 
caliphate in Syria and Iraq. 

The release of the 29-minute 
video comes a day after Af¬ 
ghanistan’s president blamed 
the extremists for a suicide 
attack in his country that 
killed at least 35 people — 
and underscores the chaos 
gripping Libya after its 2011 
civil war and the killing of 
dictator Moammar Gadhafi. 

It also mirrored a film re¬ 
leased in February showing 
militants beheading 21 cap¬ 
tured Egyptian Christians on a 
Libyan beach, which immedi¬ 
ately drew Egyptian airstrikes 
on the group’s suspected pos¬ 
itions in Libya. Whether Ethi¬ 
opia would — or could — re¬ 
spond with similar military 
force remains unclear. 

Ethiopia long has drawn the 
anger of Islamic extremists 
over its military’s attacks on 
neighbouring Somalia, whose 


population is almost entirely 
Muslim. While the militant 
in the video at one point said 
“Muslim blood that was shed 
under the hands of your reli¬ 
gion is not cheap,” it did not 
specifically mention the Ethi¬ 
opian government’s actions. 

The video, released via mil¬ 
itant social media accounts 
and websites, could not be 


independently verified by The 
Associated Press. However, it 
corresponded to other vid¬ 
eos released by ISIL and bore 
the symbol of its al-Furqan 
media arm. 

The video starts with what 
it called a history of Christian- 
Muslim relations, followed by 
scenes of militants destroying 
churches, graves and icons. 
A masked fighter brandish¬ 
ing a pistol delivers a long 
statement, saying Christians 
must convert to Islam or pay 
a special tax prescribed by 
the Qur’an. 

It shows one group of cap¬ 
tives, identified as Ethiopian 
Christians, purportedly held 


by an ISIL affiliate in eastern 
Libya known as Barqa Prov¬ 
ince. It also shows another 
purportedly held by an af¬ 
filiate in the south calling it¬ 
self the Fazzan Province. The 
video then switches between 
footage of the captives in the 
south being shot dead and 
the captives in the east being 
beheaded on a beach. It was 
not immediately possible to 
estimate how many captives 
were killed or confirm their 
identities. 

In Ethiopia, government 
spokesman Redwan Hussein 
said officials were in contact 
with its embassy in Cairo to 
verify the video’s authenticity. 


Hussein said he believed those 
killed likely were Ethiopian 
migrants hoping to reach 
Europe. Libya has become a 
hub for migrants across Africa 
hoping to cross the Mediter¬ 
ranean to enter Europe for 
work and better lives. 

“If this is confirmed, it will 
be a warning to people who 
wish to risk and travel to Eur¬ 
ope though the dangerous 
route,” Hussein said. 

Abba Kaletsidlc Mulugeta, 
an official with the Ethiopian 
Orthodox Tewahdo Church’s 
Patriarchate Office, said he 
also believed the victims likely 
were migrants.

Europe 
shocked as 
boat sinks 
offLibya 

A smuggler’s boat, crammed with 
hundreds of people, overturned 
off Libya’s coast as rescuers ap¬ 
proached, causing what could 
be the Mediterranean’s deadliest 
known migrant tragedy and in¬ 
tensifying pressure on the Euro¬ 
pean Union Sunday to finally 
meet demands for decisive action. 

Italian prosecutors said a Ban¬ 
gladeshi survivor flown to Sicily 
for treatment told them 950 
people were aboard, including 
hundreds who had been locked 
in the hold by smugglers. Ear¬ 
lier, authorities said a survivor 
told them 700 migrants were 
on board. It wasn’t immediately 
clear if they were referring to the 
same survivor, and Premier Mat- 
teo Renzi said Italian authorities 
were “not in a position to confirm 
or verify” the death toll. 

Eighteen ships joined the res¬ 
cue effort, but only 28 survivors 
and 24 bodies were pulled from 
the water by nightfall, Renzi said. 

These small numbers make 
more sense if hundreds of people 
were locked in the hold, because 
with so much weight down 
below, “surely the boat would 
have sunk,” said Gen. Antonino 
Iraso, of the Italian Border Police, 
which has deployed boats in the 
operation. 

Prosecutor Giovanni Salvi told 
The Associated Press by phone 
from the city of Catania that a 
survivor from Bangladesh de¬ 
scribed the situation on the fish¬ 
ing boat to prosecutors who inter¬ 
viewed him in a hospital. The 
man said about 300 people were 
in the hold when the fishing boat 
overturned, and that about 200 
women and dozens of children 
also were on board. 

Salvi stressed that there was 
no confirmation yet of the man’s 
account and that the investiga¬ 
tion was ongoing.

Cuba’s efforts to sustain the 
critically endangered Cuban 
crocodile are getting a boost 
from Sweden, home to a pair 
of reptiles that Fidel Castro 
gave to a Soviet cosmonaut 
four decades ago. 

A Stockholm zoo sent 10 of 
the couple’s children to Cuba, 
where they will be placed in 
quarantine and eventually re¬ 
leased into the Zapata Swamp, 
said Jonas Wahlstrom, the 
zoolceeper who raised them. 

“It’s the dream of any zoo 
director to be part of releasing 
animals into the wild,” said 
Wahlstrom, 62, clutching one 
of the stout-legged youngsters 
outside its enclosure at the 
Skansen aquarium and zoo 
in Stockholm. 

The 10 crocodiles are each 
about 1-1/2 years old and a 
metre long. 

The Cuban crocodile, once 
found across the Caribbean,

Wahlstrom said he received 
his original couple during a 
1981 trip to Moscow. They 
had ended up in the Soviet 
capital after Castro gave them 
to cosmonaut Vladimir Shata- 
lov in the 1970s as a token of 
friendship between the com¬ 
munist nations. 

“He (Shatalov) brought 
them back to Moscow and 
he had them in his flat until 
his wife said: ‘No more!’ 


And then he had to give 
them to the zoo in Moscow,” 
Wahlstrom said. 

But the zoo officials didn’t 
have a good space for the 
aquatic reptiles, so they asked 
Wahlstrom if he could take 
them to Sweden. 

“I had them as my hand 
luggage back from Moscow,” 
Wahlstrom said. 


Zoo officials in Moscow con¬ 
firmed the background of the 
crocodiles and their handover 
to Wahlstrom. 

Later named Hillary and 
Castro — in a nod to inter¬ 
national politics — the two 
crocodiles have become a star 
attraction at Wahlstrom’s zoo, 
where they have been breed¬ 
ing since 1984. 


Wahlstrom said he’s sent 
hatchlings to zoos worldwide, 
but this is the first time he’s 
given any to Cuba for intro¬ 
duction into the wild. 

Cuba’s representative to 
Sweden welcomed the move. 

“We need this type of croco¬ 
dile,” Cuban Ambassador 
Francisco Florentino said as 
he inspected the animals be¬ 
fore their departure Sunday.

California almonds are be¬ 
coming one of the world’s fa¬ 
vourite snacks and creating a 
multibillion-dollar bonanza 
for agricultural investors. But 
the crop extracts a staggering 
price from the land, consum¬ 
ing more water than all the 
showering, dish-washing and 
other indoor household water 
use of California’s 39 million 
people. 

As California enters its 
fourth year of drought and 
imposes the first mandatory 
statewide water cutbacks on 
cities and towns, the $6.5-bil¬ 
lion almond crop is helping 
drive a sharp debate about 
water use, agricultural inter¬ 
ests and how both affect the 
state’s giant economy. 

Almonds have claimed the 
spotlight as “the poster child 
of all things bad in water,” al¬ 
mond grower Bob Weimer said. 

People around the world 
are eating over 1,000 per cent 
more California almonds than 
they did just a decade ago, and 
last year almonds became the 
top export crop in the nation’s 
top agriculture state. China’s 
booming middle class is driving 
much of the demand. 

That strong Asian market is 
producing up to 30 per cent 
returns for investors, prompt¬ 
ing agri-businesses to expand 
almond planting in the state 
by two-thirds in the past dec¬ 
ade. The crop has come to be 
dominated by global corpora¬ 
tions and investment funds. 

Rows of almond trees now 
cover nearly 400,000 hectares 
in California, many of them on 
previously virgin hillsides or in 
pastures or desert with little 
rain or local water. Since each 
tiny nut requires a gallon (3.8 
litres) of water, almonds are 
consuming 1.07 trillion gallons 
(4.06 trillion litres) annually in 
the state, the associated press

Remembering the 
Oklahoma bombing 


TERRORISM 

Homegrown 
terror from 
20 years ago is 
recalled 

About 1,000 people gathered 
Sunday to commemorate the 
20th anniversary of the Okla¬ 
homa City bombing, which was 
the deadliest terrorist attack 
on U.S. soil until the Sept. 11 
attacks six years later. 

Former President Bill Clin¬ 
ton and Oklahoma Gov. Mary 
Fallin were among those who 
spoke at Sunday’s service at 


the Oklahoma City National 
Memorial, where the Alfred P. 
Murrah Federal Building once 
stood. 

The service started with 
a 168-second moment of si¬ 
lence to honour each of the 168 
people who died in the April 
19,1995, attack. It concluded 
about 90 minutes later with 
survivors and tearful relatives 
of the dead reading the names 
of those killed. 

“This was a place of unspeak¬ 
able horror and tragedy,” Frank 
Keating, who was Oklahoma’s 
governor at the time of the 
attack, told the gathering. He 
called the attack “unforgiv¬ 
able.”

Timothy McVeigh, an Army 
veteran with strong anti-gov¬ 
ernment views, planned the 
bombing as revenge for the 
deadly standoff between the 
FBI and Branch Davidians in 


Waco, Texas, that killed more 
than 70 people on April 19, 
1993 — exactly two years ear¬ 
lier. 

McVeigh was convicted on 
federal murder and conspiracy 
charges in 1997 and executed 
in 2001. 

His Army buddy, Terry 
Nichols, was convicted on 
federal and state bombing-re¬ 
lated charges and is serving 
multiple life sentences in a 
federal prison. 

McVeigh said he had carried 
out the bombing in retaliation 
for the April 1993, standoff 
between the Branch Davidians 
and F.B.I. agents at Waco, Tex.

Foreign worker rows in South Africa 


Fearful immigrants in South 
Africa who fled their homes 
because of threats and deadly 
attacks by South Africans said 
Sunday they were targeted in 
some cases by longtime neigh¬ 
bours and people who warned 
they would assault anyone 
cariying a foreign passport. 

The immigrants spoke in 
interviews with The Associated 
Press at a tent camp after they 
hurriedly left Alexandra town¬ 
ship in Johannesburg, where 
mobs attacked shops owned 
by people from other African 
countries, including Congo and 


Somalia. The violence there 
followed anti-immigrant riots 
in and around the coastal city 
of Durban that killed at least 
six people, recalling a bout 
of similar unrest in South Af¬ 
rica in 2008 in which about 60 
people died. 

South Africa’s Sunday Times 
newspaper printed photo¬ 
graphs of an attack in Alex¬ 
andra on a Mozambican man, 
identified as Emmanuel Sit- 
hole, who reportedly died after 
being beaten and stabbed early 
Saturday. A nearby clinic could 
not help Sithole because the 


doctor was a foreigner who 
did not go to work, fearing for 
his own safety, the newspaper 
reported. 

The message from the mobs 
in Alexandra was, “We don’t 
want to see people with pass¬ 
ports. We only want to see 
people with South African 
IDs,”’ said Veronica Lechaea, 
who comes from the southern 
African country of Lesotho and 
has lived in South Africa since 
2008. Lechaea, who works as an 
office cleaner in Johannesburg, 
left her home in Alexandra 
and sought refuge status in a 


camp set up on the grounds 
of an Anglican church by Gift 
of the Givers, a South African 
charity. 

She said she makes about 
$250 a month and sends half 
of the money home to Lesotho 
to support her 12-year-old son, 
who is living there with his 
grandparents. 

The attacks stem from a 
perception that immigrants 
are taking jobs at the expense 
of South Africans in a coun¬ 
try with high unemployment.

FEDERAL BUDGET 

Lobbyists told 
to put‘water 
in their wine’ 
with requests 

As last autumn’s colours were 
setting in, veteran Ottawa lob¬ 
byist Dan Kelly was confident 
the spring would produce a fed¬ 
eral budget surplus with ample 
room for announcements. 

But following a long winter, 
the head of the Canadian Fed¬ 
eration of Independent Busi¬ 
ness is approaching Tuesday’s 
election-year budget with his 
hopes somewhat in check. 

Only about six months ago, 
the Harper government’s sur¬ 
plus kitty for budget day good¬ 
ies in the 2015-16 fiscal plan 
was said to have swelled to 
$6.5 billion, Kelly said. 

Cabinet ministers, who had 
waited years for a balanced 
budget, were salivating at the 
thought of being able to spend 
money for once. Now, they’re 


waiting to see if there are any 
leftovers for their departments. 

By October, everything 
started to change. First, the 
Conservatives unveiled their 
long-promised family tax-and- 
benefit package expected to 
carve $4.6 billion in revenue 
out of public coffers. Then, the 
weeks that followed brought 
the plunge in world oil prices, 
a crash Ottawa has predicted 
will indirectly chew billions of 
dollars from its bottom line. 

Today, the surplus cupboard 
is bare and the Conservatives 
had to scramble to deliver on 
a long-held pledge critical to 
their re-election hopes: a bal¬ 
anced 2015-16 budget. 

The finance minister has 
indicated the budget’s $ 3-bil¬ 
lion contingency reserve — de¬ 
signed as a cushion against un¬ 
foreseeable events like natural 
disasters — could be in play. 

Kelly, who had 20 or 30 
budget-related meetings over 
the past year with officials, 
said the government’s shift in 
tone was impossible to miss.

Canadian miners weigh risks 


The recent armed robbery of 
$10.7 million US worth of gold 
from Canadian-owned McEwen 
Mining’s El Gallo mine has cast 
a spotlight on the risks of oper¬ 
ating in Mexico. 

Last month, four employees 
from Canadian-based Goldcorp 
were kidnapped while heading 
home in a personal vehicle.

And in February, four work¬ 
ers at Torex Gold Resources, 
also a Canadian company, were 
among 13 people kidnapped 
near the company’s Morelos 
gold project.

Both the Goldcorp and Torex 
kidnappings happened in Guer¬ 
rero state — the same jurisdic¬ 
tion where 43 students dis¬ 
appeared last year and are now 
presumed dead.

cidents. Alejandro Schtulmann 
at the Mexican risk analysis 
firm EMPRA says Mexico’s large 
cartels are fracturing, leading 
to the creation of hundreds 
of smaller organizations that 
are fighting each other and ex¬ 
torting mining projects to get 
cash to meet their objectives. 

“My concern is that we’ll 
see more of what happened in 
Guerrero,” he says.

Safety in public spaces 
a must for all women

My most terrifying stoiy 
took place a few years ago. I 
was working in Fort Edmon¬ 
ton Park for the summer 
and, on a bus early one mor¬ 
ning, a man trapped me in 
my seat. He tried to convince 
me to go home with him. 

Maybe it doesn’t sound 
like a big deal, but im¬ 
agine yourself early in the 
morning, on a bus, while a 
strange man sits down and 
breathes eye-watering alco¬ 
holic fumes on you. 

Since then, I’ve been 
cautious about where I sit, 
or whether I get on the bus 
at all if there isn’t a driver 
already onboard. 

That’s one of the worst 
parts about harassment — it 
limits women’s participation 
in public spaces. 

This spring, as Edmon¬ 
tonians shed their winter 


clothes, some also shed their 
manners. For women, warm¬ 
er weather means the start 
of another street-harassment 
season. The term is often 
willfully misunderstood to 
mean “angiy women getting 
even angrier because I said 
hello to them.” 

But what it actually refers 
to is unwelcome interactions 
in public spaces that are 
often motivated by sexual 
orientation, race or gender. 
It’s harassment because 
these comments or whistles 
are invasive. 

According to data com¬ 
piled by Hollabaclc! Alberta, 
an organization dedicated 
to ending street harassment 
through mobile technol¬ 
ogy, public transit is one of 
the most common places in 
which people experience ha¬ 
rassment. 

As it turns out, Edmonton 
isn’t alone in this. 

A recent report for the 
Ministiy of Women’s Affairs 


in France cites that 100 per 
cent of women responding 
to a survey had been victims 
of sexual harassment. 

The report adds that some 
respondents were are “un¬ 
aware” of this because they 
have been conditioned to ac¬ 
cept low-level abuse. 

For women, 
warmer weather 
means the 
start of another 
season of street 
harrassment. 

And, here in Canada, Van¬ 
couver police, in an attempt 
to combat street harassment, 
have increased the number 
of patrols and introduced 
an app to make it easier to 
report incidents of sexual 
harassment. 

My own experiences are 
pretty typical. It seems as 


soon as you get used to a 
little leering, a little un¬ 
welcome staring, you find 
yourself in worse situations. 

But the great thing about 
Edmonton is a history of ac¬ 
knowledging the opportun¬ 
ities we have to improve. 

Women’s Advocacy Voice 
of Edmonton has had the 
issue of safe public spaces on 
its radar since last year when 
the CBC reported that Ed¬ 
monton is the worst city in 
Canada to be a woman. 

Dr. Cristina Stasia, WAVE 
committee member and 
chair of the sub-committee 
for policy, says that, “one 
of the priority issues we’re 
looking at is safety and 
security on public transit.” 

She referenced the CBC 
article from last year, add¬ 
ing that no public spaces are 
immune from-street harass¬ 
ment. 

“We want to ensure all 
citizens can feel safe and are 
safe taking transit.”

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When people think 
about trans, they 
think about genitals 


Laverne Cox is one sexy 
woman. 

The Orange is the New 
Black star lounged nude on 
what looks like luxurious 
linen for a photo shoot in the 
May issue of Allure magazine, 
a statement as much about 
trans as it is about sex. 

Then there's Aydian Dowl¬ 
ing, a transgender male 
model who's the front-runner 
in a competition to grace the 
cover of Men's Health maga¬ 
zine in November (also, may I 
say, quite attractive). 

The trans community now 
has mainstream sex sym¬ 
bols — amen to that. This is a 
trans moment, a crescendo 
of news coverage where sex 
icon is a next step toward 
mainstream acceptance, 
twisted as that might be. 

I want that acceptance for 
trans people, even if we have 
to wade through some dirty 
media coverage to get there. 

Like that of Bruce Jenner. I 
never watched him in Keep¬ 
ing Up With the Kardashians, 
but I plan to watch him 
being interviewed by Diane 
Sawyer this weekend about 
the very loud rumours that 
he's transitioning. Jenner 
has confirmed nothing, but 
media are having a field day, 
photoshopping makeup onto 
his face, pestering his chil¬ 
dren about his gender, using 
trans jokes as headlines. 

Canadian trans activist and 
writer Christin Milloy told me 
it's "disgusting." But don't 
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blame Jenner. You can't ask 
a Kardashian (even one by 
marriage) to avoid making a 
public spectacle. And Jenner 
has every right to come out 
the way he wants. 

The blame lies with us, 
for putting our own fascina¬ 
tion with trans people over 
respect for them. 

Milloy described it both as 
a curiosity with gender roles 
themselves, which none of 
us fit perfectly, and also "a 
misguided sexual fascination. 
When people think about 
trans, they instantly think 
about genitals." 

But not all press coverage 
stoops to those lows. Stories 
about a teen's suicide in 
Ohio and how a transgender 
girl is getting support from 
her parents in Ottawa give a 
face to trans issues that can 
change minds. 

"It's easy to hate an ab¬ 
straction, it's much harder to 
hate real people," as Matthew 
Breen, editor in chief of the 
well-respected LGBT maga¬ 
zine The Advocate, noted. 

For Cox, posing nude was 
a way to empower others. 
"Trans women certainly are 
not told we're beautiful," she 
told Allure. "Seeing a black 
transgender woman embra¬ 
cing and loving everything 
about herself might be inspir¬ 
ing to some other folks." 

It's a laudable goal. I don't 
often tell people to go look 
up nude photos. But this is 
one of those times.

Shad stands on guard for q

Musician ready 
to push himself 
to save CBC’s 
flagship show

It’s Day 1, the beginning of the 
answer to the question: Can 
Shad save the show formerly 
known as Q? 

Months of rotating hosts 
have sustained it, but the CBC’s 
flagship arts program — re¬ 
branded as q — is in desperate 
need of someone with the char¬ 
isma that Jian Ghomeshi once 
brought. Someone to draw out 
the array of characters that ro¬ 
tate through that studio. Some¬ 
one, in Shad’s words, who can 
connect. 

“This show is less about hard 
‘J’ journalism, more about a 
heart-to-heart kind of conversa¬ 
tion,” he told Metro during an 
interview in the days after he 
was announced as q’s new host. 

He’s had little more than a 
month to prepare and to shake 
off the nerves that seemed to 
take hold of him that day as 
he stood in the cavernous CBC 


headquarters, the iconic CBC 
emblems and faces of CBC 
stars all around him. Except, 
of course, Ghomeshi’s. 

“One thing he did is he 
brought his curiosities to the 
interview on a personal level,” 
Shad said when asked if there 
was something he could learn 
from Ghomeshi’s style as an 
interviewer. 

“You could tell he was in¬ 
vested in the answer, like you 
might have the answer for me, 
for me personally, you know?” 

In a T-shirt and hoodie, and 
a lopsided toque, Shad put on 
few airs. He had a direct gaze 
and a natural ease, little inter¬ 
ested in being a celebrity, it 
seemed, and little interest, he 
said, in the celebrity of others. 

“Celebrity has power, but I 
think the show is about more 
profound stories. 

“I’m not interested in a show 
about celebrity, and I don’t 
think the team is interested 
in a show about celebrity,” 
he said. 

The CBC might disagree. 

Landing big-name guests has 
been a crucial part of its suc¬ 
cess on both side of the border. 

Shad also said he doesn’t 
think q needs to pander to its 
large and important American 
audience. 

“I think you can have a Can¬ 
adian show that still connects

with American audiences,” he 
said. 

For the CBC, much rides on 
whether Shad will live up to 
hype as q’s new champion. He 
himself said he hardly knows 


what to be afraid of, walking 
into the show with little ex¬ 
perience as a broadcaster or 
host. There will be ratings to 
measure his success and the 
feedback of q staff. 


For Shad, success will be a 
measure of his own abilities: 
“Am I pushing myself to ask 
the questions that Canadians 
need answers to? Am I push¬ 
ing my talent and my courage? 


Am I taking risks? Am I scared 
half the time?” 

But it will be Canadians who 
ultimately judge him, and find 
Shad q’s saviour, or not, start¬ 
ing today.

De-clutteringhelps

In other words, 
pinpoint where the biggest 
concentration of junk is. 

“I always teach people about 
the power of grouping like 
with like,” says Paide.

Sussing out a 
salary can be 
stressful — 
don’t let it be 



You’re in the home stretch of your 
second interview for a golden- 
opportunity job. You’ve aced 
every answer and made your 
potential boss laugh. There’s one 
issue, however, that must still be 
addressed: your salaiy expecta¬ 
tions. For many interviewees, this 
is a question to dread. But talk¬ 
ing pay should not cause pain. 

Which is not to say that ar¬ 
ticulating salaiy expectations is 
simple. Aim too high, and you 
price yourself out of the running. 
Stoop too low, and you’ll not only 
look inexperienced—you’ll also 
comer yourself into a ho-hum 
income. You want to find your 
salaiy sweet spot: a figure that 
both you and your prospective 
employer find fair. But without

knowing what’s on offer, how 
can you name your range? 

First, do your research. There 
are several websites that calculate 
loose — if not entirely reliable — 
guidelines for the pay scales in 
different fields. You should also 
talk numbers with people who 
work in similar domains. Re¬ 
member that job interviews are 
about determining your know¬ 
ledge and fit. Naming a market- 
range salary makes you a more 
feasible candidate — and it also 
shows your industiy savvy. 

On the day of your interview, 
expect to be asked about your 
expectations. Should discussing 


money make you antsy, practice 
beforehand. Determine if there 
is any outstanding information 
you need — like whether your 
compensation package will in¬ 
clude benefits or perlcs — and 
ask all relevant questions before 
citing your rate. Make sure you’re 
comfortable with the bottom end 
of your scale. 

Despite careful prep, many 
job hunters will be offered sal¬ 
aries that fall well below their 
expectations. When faced with 
weak wages, assess the position’s 
non-monetary value. Are there 
growth opportunities within the 
company? Will you be learning

Times, Yahoo 
ready bite-size 
news platforms 

With the Apple Watch expected 
to sell in the millions, news or¬ 
ganizations are refocusing their 
efforts to become part of that 
tiny screen. 

In the news business, this is 
now called “glance journalism.” 

The Apple Watch, expected 
to catapult to the leading item 
in wearable technology, opens 
up new possibilities to a news 
industry seeking to connect 
with audiences in the digital 
era. 

The New York Times says its 
app for the Apple Watch will 
be “a new form of storytelling” 
and that “editors on three con¬ 
tinents” will update notifica¬ 
tions. Readers will be able to 
“hand off” an article to view 
on an iPhone or iPad. 

Yahoo will have four apps 
for the Apple device, including 
a news digest updated hourly 
with “microsummaries” of ma¬ 
jor stories, as well as apps for 
fantasy sports, weather and 
one specifically for Hong Kong 
news. 

CNN and National Public 
Radio also have apps for the 
Apple Watch, and others are 
expected to follow. The new 
technology means more bite- 
size news being directed at 
consumers, say media analysts. 

“We are about to enter the 
era of at-a-glance journalism’,” 
says Mario Garcia, a consultant 
with Garcia Media and faculty 
member at the Poynter Insti¬ 
tute for Media Studies, in a 
blog post. 

Garcia, who is also partici¬ 
pating in a research project 
on news for smartphones with 
Aarhus University of Denmark, 
said he is “fascinated” with the 
possibilities. 

“It is more difficult to pull an 


iPhone out of one’s pocket or a 
purse in a crowded New York 
City subway than it would be to 
glance at one’s watch,” he said. 

“So, I predict that we will 
be doing a lot of glancing, as 
in reading seductive headlines 
and deciding if we read or not.” 

The emergence of wearables 
offers a new platform for the 
news media — one that is fast, 
personal and always on, says 
Robert Hernandez, who teaches 


mobile journalism at the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California. 

“The ability to access know¬ 
ledge will be quicker with the 
watch.” For newsrooms, it is 
“a new opportunity to be part 
of this person’s body,” Hernan¬ 
dez said. 

And journalism will find a 
way to use the smartwatch, he 
said: “When Twitter came out, 
people were saying ‘You can’t 
do journalism in 140 charac-

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ters,’ but it has now become 
an essential tool.” 

Gilles Raymond, founder and 
chief executive of the News 
Republic application, says he 
believes the smartwatch will be 
an important source for news 
and that the Apple Watch will 
be an important test. 

“When there is breaking 
news you want access to it 
immediately, so the watch is 
the ideal tool to do that,” said 
Raymond, who is based in San 
Francisco for the French-based 
firm which offers smartphone 
and tablet news apps. 

He said smartphone users 
now glance at their handsets 
more than 100 times a day, and 
with the smartwatch that could 
become 300 or 500 times: “It 
will be veiy addictive,” he said. 

Raymond said there is only 
limited experience with news 
on smartwatches now but that 
news organizations and apps 
are prepared for the possible 
widespread adoption of Apple 
Watch. 

“The question is will you read 
only the first line and then take 
your phone out or will you read 
the full article on the watch?” 
he said. 

“Both scenarios are credible 
but I think people will want to 
read the article on their watch. 
They can adapt.” 

News organizations will need 
to adapt as well, Raymond said, 
by developing content easily 
viewed on the small screen but 
could be rewarded with “a new 
way to build a relationship” 
with readers, afp

These days it’s hip to be a 
homemaker. Turn to any 
lifestyle blog or site like Pin- 
terest and you’ll find savvy 
20-somethings and 30-some¬ 
things whipping up gorgeous 
recipes and tending to their 
gardens. 

“We’re rewriting the rules,” 
explains Brit Morin, founder 
of Brit + Co., an online “destin¬ 
ation for the DIY generation.” 

“Many of our grandmothers 
didn’t have the option to have 
a career. Then our mothers 
felt a lot of pressure to invest 
all of their time and energy 


in their careers. For our gen¬ 
eration, we’re lucky to have a 
choice. It’s OK to do both, and 
many of us want to do both.” 

For those of us wanting to 
ace it at work and bake a cake 
from scratch at home, Morin’s 
new book, Homemakers: A Do¬ 
mestic Handbook for the Digit¬ 
al Generation, helps bridge 
the gap between plugged-in 
career girl and domestic diva. 
She shows us how. 


Need inspiration? Look 
no further than your web 
browser. 

“We have access to an in¬ 
credible amount of informa¬ 
tion very quickly — take ad¬ 
vantage of that,” says Morin. 
“Just as technology has im¬ 
pacted the way we communi¬ 


cate and the way we buy 
things, it has also transformed 
the home.” 

One project she loves is the 
wireless charging nightstand. 

“I love incorporating tech¬ 
nology into the home in a 
seamless fashion,” she says. 

Everyone is always busy, 
but your lack of free time 
shouldn’t scare you away from 
pursuing creative projects. 
“Homemaking doesn’t have to 


be about spending all of your 
time at home. You can add 
personality into your home 
with small creative projects,” 
Morin says. 

Two time-friendly DIYs she 
recommends are the etched 
glass tumblers and the bal¬ 
loon backdrop. 


“You wouldn’t expect glass 
etching to be as easy as it is,” 
she says. “Plus, these make 
the perfect personalized gift.” 

As for the balloon backdrop, 
“It’s one of my favourite party 
tricks,” says Morin. “Simply 
blow up a bunch of balloons, 
string them together using 
fishing line and hang them 
up in rows on your wall using 
painter’s tape. Simple as that!” 

As much as we rely on 
technology, Morin believes 
we need to unplug, too. 

“Carve out time each week 
to completely disconnect and 
get creative,” she says.

BUDGETING 

Forget credit: 
An emergency 
fund means 
cash in the bank 



How long could you go without 
a paycheque? If you were to get 
sick, or if someone you loved 
needed to be cared for, how 
long would you last on what 
you’ve got sitting in the bank? 
If you were downsized, right- 
sized or wrongly dismissed, 
how long till the money runs 
out? If you tripped and fell, 
broke your wrist, your leg or 
your back and couldn’t work, 
how long would you last? 

As your first line of defence 
against the unexpected things 
life will throw at you, an emer¬ 
gency fund is indispensable. 
Without an emergency fund, 
you’d have to turn to credit to 
fill the holes. And, no, a line 
of credit is not an acceptable 
emergency fund. It’s debt wait¬ 
ing to happen. A true emer¬ 
gency fund is cash in the bank. 

If you’re thinking, “Un¬ 
employment will tide me over,” 
have you ever looked into what 
unemployment insurance pays? 
Talk about having to adjust 
your expectations! And, be¬ 
sides, getting a cheque isn’t 
a sure thing. If you haven’t 
worked enough hours to qual¬ 
ify, you’re SOL. And if you hate 
your job — or the boss ends up 
chasing you around the desk 


— and you quit, you’re SOL. 
Whatever reason you may have 
for “voluntarily” leaving your 
job, it’s unlikely that you’ll see 
a penny. And don’t think get¬ 
ting yourself fired is the cure 
... you likely won’t see a penny 
either, since being turfed for 
bad behaviour will disqualify 
you, too. Never mind the fact 
that no one else will want to 
hire you. And then there’s the 
El wait period. Whatcha gon¬ 
na eat for those many weeks 
you have to wait for your first 
cheque? 

If you’re thinking, “It won’t 
happen to me,” wake up! If you 
honestly believe unexpected 
bills and miseiy simply can’t 
come your way, you’re delu¬ 
sional. All kinds of things go 
wrong in life: Lovies get sick, 
companies go belly up, people 
die. Hoping for a great life is 
one thing. Banking on noth¬ 
ing ever going wrong is just 
plain dumb. 

So how much cash in the 
bank are we talking about? 
Work towards accumulating 
six months’ worth of essential 
expenses. When I talk about 
essential expenses, I’m talk¬ 
ing about the most basic costs 
being covered: rent/mortgage 
payment, property taxes, util¬ 
ities, car payment, insurance 
of all kinds, food, minimum 
payments on your debt repay¬ 
ment. You can cancel the cable. 
You can find free fun. And that 
cellphone? Call and say it’s 
lost and suspend your service! 

People often can’t wrap their 
heads around the idea of get¬ 
ting a pile of money together 
for an emergency. The concept 
of having enough to cover six 
months’ worth of expenses is 
just too overwhelming. You’ve 
got to break it down into man¬

ageable pieces so you don’t stop 
before you even get started. 

Take stock of your expenses 

List each categoiy of expense 
you would have to keep cov¬ 
ered: rent or mortgage pay¬ 
ments, food, medical costs, 
insurance, child care, car pay¬ 
ments, gas. These are your es¬ 
sential expenses: the stuff you 
must pay to keep the wolves 
from the door. 

Go back over your list and 
cut out anything you’ve kept 
that’s not essential to keep¬ 
ing body and soul together. 
If you’ve just gone from two 
incomes to one, you can give 
up your cable, telephone, en¬ 
tertainment and everything 
else you wouldn’t die without, 
at least in the short term. Your 
emergency fund is designed 
to cover the essentials of life. 


Now write in the average 
monthly amount for each of 
your essential emergency ex¬ 
penses. Then put six check 
boxes beside the amount. 

Pick the first expense you 
want to have covered. Let’s go 
with shelter for our example, 
and say you need $1,800 to 
cover your rent or mortgage 
payment. 

How much can you save 
every month? Open up a high- 
interest savings account and 
have the amount you’ve de¬ 
cided on deducted from your 
regular account to this account 
every month. When you’ve 
got your first $1,800 in your 
emergency fund savings ac¬ 
count, you’re going to put a 
check mark in one of your 
boxes. There. You’ve done it. 
One month’s worth of shelter 
money at the ready, just in case. 


A final warning: Some 
people, having accumulated 
a healthy emergency fund, 
have a problem with the con¬ 
cept of the money just sitting 
there. Once they’ve built up 
a couple of thousand dollars, 
they start thinking of that 
money as spendable. The 
vacation becomes a “sanity 
emergency.” The replacement 
windows become a “home 
emergency.” They run up their 
credit cards and that becomes 
a “debt emergency.” They find 
a way to rationalize spending 
the money because the idea 
of having that money sitting 
there is so foreign to them. 

Don’t fall into this trap. Re¬ 
member, your emergency 
fund is all that 
stands between 
you and desti¬ 
tution!

Oilers draw No. 1 draft pick

Longtime 
teammates may 
face off on rival 
Alberta teams 

Calgary Flames rookie forward 
Sam Bennett is as surprised as 
everyone else that he could 
face friend and longtime team¬ 
mate Connor McDavid in the 
Battle of Alberta next season. 

With an 11.5 per cent chance 
of winning this year’s NHL 
draft lotteiy to get the No. 1 
pick in June, the Edmonton Oil¬ 
ers hit the jackpot Saturday for 
the right to choose first for the 
fourth time in 
six years. 

Bennett 
and McDavid 
were minor 
hockey team¬ 
mates for sev¬ 
en years — 
five with the 
Yorlc-Simcoe 
Express and 
then two with 
the Toronto Marlboros. They 
also won gold for Canada at the 
world under-18 men’s hockey 
championship in 2013. 

“We’re more used to being 
teammates than opponents 
for sure,” Bennett said Sunday. 

“We’ve been friends for a 
very long time. I’ve played 
against him a few times, but 
definitely that’ll be an exciting 
bunch of years playing against 
him. That’ll be really cool.” 

Bennett was the highest 


draft pick in Calgary Flames 
history last year when he was 
taken fourth overall. McDavid 
is the overwhelming No. 1 pros¬ 
pect for the entry draft June 
26-27 in Sunrise, Fla. 

“He is the next great thing 
and he deserves all the hype 
he’s been getting because he 
definitely is that good,” Ben¬ 
nett said. 

McDavid finished third in 
Ontario Hockey League scoring 
with 44 goals and 76 assists in 
just 47 games. Oilers general 
manager Craig MacTavish said 
there was “zero” chance of 
trading the top pick. 

Bennett versus McDavid 
would add spice to the Battle 
of Alberta. Bennett estimates 
he played against McDavid 
about four times in the OHL 
as McDavid’s Erie Otters and 
Bennett’s Kingston Frontenacs 
are in different conferences. 

Bennett says he texted Mc¬ 
David in Toronto as the coveted 
prospect awaited the results of 
Saturday’s draft lotteiy aired 
live on television. 

“I was asking him how nerv¬ 
ous he was and he told me 
he was pretty nervous,” Ben¬ 
nett said. 

The 18-year-olds’ birthdays 
are just over seven months 
apart. Bennett says their par¬ 
ents’ homes are 10-minute 
drive from each other in New¬ 
market, Ont. 

Bennett underwent shoulder 
surgery in October. He rejoined 
the Frontenacs for their final 
11 games of the regular sea¬ 
son and four playoff games 
this spring. 


The six-foot-one, 184-pound 
forward made an impression 
his first week in the NHL. Ben¬ 
nett recorded an assist in his 
NHL debut, which was Cal¬ 
gary’s last game of the regular 
season in Winnipeg. 


Bennett brought his skill 
and sandpaper to the first two 
games of Calgaiy’s first-round 
playoff series in Vancouver. 
He was anticipating playing 
his first NHL playoff game at 
Scotiabanlc Saddledome in Sun¬ 


day’s Game 3. 

But it was just a year ago 
that it was Bennett feeling the 
weight of suspense at the draft 
lottery. He could identify with 
McDavid’s feelings to a point. 

“He’s in a little different 


position,” Bennett said. “He’s 
pretty clear-cut the first pick. 
There was a lot undecided last 
year. It’s definitely an excit¬ 
ing and nervous time for him. 
There’s really not much he can 
do but wait and watch.”

Blackhawlcs 4, Predators 2 
Jonathan Toews had a goal 
and an assist, and the Chicago 
Blackhawlcs used a three-goal 


second period to beat the Nash¬ 
ville Predators for a 2-1 lead in 
their first-round playoff series. 

Marian Hossa had two as¬ 
sists and Scott Darling made 
35 saves to help Chicago win 
for the 20th time in its past 24 
post-season home games. Bran¬ 
don Saad, Brent Seabroolc and 
Andrew Desjardins also scored 
in an impressive response by 
the Blackhawlcs after Friday 
night’s 6-2 loss in Nashville. 

Game 4 takes place Tuesday 
in Chicago.
